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14th Amendment (Centennial 


The 14th Amendment lo the constitution was 
submitted to the stales for ratification 
IOO 
years ago, on .lune lfi. 1860 
Approval of the Amendment was an exam ­ 
ple of congressional hindsight. The Civil Rights 
Act of April 0. 
1866. had 
been passed over 
the veto of President Andrew .Johnson, who 
contended 
the law 
was unconstitutional. To 
meet 
this objection. 
Congress undertook to 
amend the Constitution. 
The heart of the Amendment is the second 
.-sentence of Section I 
“No state shall make or 
enforce any law which shall abridge the privi­ 
leges and immunities of citizens of the United 
States, nor shall any state deprive any per­ 
son of life, liberty, or property without due 
process of law, nor deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction ’he ♦-qual 
protection of the 
laws “ 


LEGISLATION 
based on 
the 14th Amend­ 
ment came soon after its ratification by the 
states. 
An enforcement act was 
passed on 
May 31, 1870; another on Feb. 28, 1871; and 
still another, the so-called Ku Flux Ad, on 
April 20. 1871 
Finally, after five years oI bit­ 
ter debate rn Congress, a more stringent Civil 
Rights Act was adopted on March I, 1875. 
AH of this was to no avail 
In a landmark 
decision handed 
down in 
1883. the Supreme 
Court declared tlx- 1875 civil rights law uncon 
Htitutional. “ Individual invasion of individual 
rights is not the subject m atter” of the 14th 
amendment, the court ruled The amendment 
thus became a dead letter as far as protec­ 
tion of Negro rights was concerned 


There matters stood until tile 1054 Supreme 


Court decision outlawing racially segregated 
public schools. Negro civil rights activity im ­ 
mediately mounted on every front, sometimes 
meeting with violent opposition 
Congress re­ 
sponded by passing civil ngnts laws in 1957, 
I960 and 1964. and the Voting Rights Art last 


year 
Now. with yet another civil rights bill await­ 
ing floor action in Congress, the centurv-old 
promise of the 14th amendment is close lo 
fulfillment. A second reconstruction has bern 
erected on the foundations at the first 


THIS IS NOT bo say dial rite 14th amend­ 
ment has outlived its usefulness. On the con­ 
trary. the vague but sweeping •'due process” 
and "equal protection'' clauses have supplied 
the rationale for countless Supreme Court de­ 
cisions in behalf of individual liberties. 
The due process clause. ji particular, has 
nerved as the vehicle for what Justice Ben­ 
jamin N 
Oardozo called a “ process of ab 
.sorption ’’ This process has had the effect at 
applying 
provisions of the original Bill of 
Rights to state as well as federal ac Con 
Since ab.sorption tends to strengthen federal 
power and weaken that of the states,

remained a 
most controversial concept 
within 
and outside the Supreme Court 
It no doubt 
will continue to be hotly debated 
As the 
14th amendment enters its .second century of 
existence, it can look forward to a future as 
turbulent as its past

He was inflexible, without alternatives, a dic­

his stubbornness he solidified the opposition 


KY WAS sharper When the Buddhists got on 
his back, complaining that his military govern­ 
ment of IO generals should be replaced bv a 
more representative one of civilians, he agreed, 
although not saying exactly when 
His agreement, and (lie steps he took to pro­ 
vide for a constitution, an election, and an as 
semhly. certainly were calculated to take steam 
nut of the opposition and divide it 
His concession could be expected lo. and ob­ 
viously did. satisfy 
his moderate critics and

Court Changes Crime Picture 
An unwitnessed crime hereafter may never 
be punished, particularly if the suspect know* 
enough to keep his mouth shut Police officer* 
have just been told by the Supreme Court of th# 
United States that. immediate­ 
ly alter they take a suspect 
into custory and prior to any 
questioning, they must warm 
him that anything he says mavj 
be used against him. They 
must specifically advise him 
of his right not to answer any 
question and of his right lo 
have counsel beside him dur-1 
ir>g any interrogation to which 
he may consent 
David Lawrence 
If the suspect indicates “ in any m auler and 
at any stage of the process’’ that he wants to 
consult with a lawyer before speaking or that 
he does not wish to be interrogated, there can 
he no questioning Unless the prosecution dem 
onstrates that it has used these “ procedural 
safeguards’’ rn behalf of the defendant, even 
voluntary confessions are not admissible as 
evidence in a court 
When the Supreme Court, by a 5 to 4 deer 
mon, said this week that these 
safeguards'’ 
are required by the Constitution 
a sweeping 
change was made in the methods of handling 
persons accused of crime in America. Law en- 
forcement agencies now are confronted with 
new obstacles to the protection of men, women 
and children and to the prevention and punish­ 
ment of crime 


THE CONSTITUTION does say tlvat no indi 
vidua! “shall be compelled in any criminal case 
to be a witness against him self’ and that an 
accused person has the right “to have the 
assistance of counsel for his defense." 
Until recent years this has been construed 
lo refer to trial procedures, and never before 
have these rights been extended so broadly to 
include questioning at the police station 
Po 
lice officers in some cases have undoubtedly in, 
timidated persons suspected of a crime, and 
In other instandes have managed in a tactful 
way to elicit what are called “voluntary" con 
tensions 
Now if a suspect makes any statement which 
is later used in court, the police have to prove 
that before the interrogation he was fully ad 
vised of his rights and had available the set 
vices of an attorney 
who mast be appointed 
for him if he is unable to retain one on his 
own 
The .suspect can waive such rights only 
if it is done "voluntarily, knowingly and intel 
ligently.” 
Chief Justice Warren 
joined bv Justices 
Black. Douglas. Fortes and Brennan — says 
all this is in accord with the basic requirem ent 
of fire Constitution 
Four of the nine member* 
of the court — Justices Clark. Whit*. Harlan 
and Stewart 
dissented and take the view 
that the court has gone too far 
Certainly more police off leers now will be 
required in order lo detect crimes. Since a 
policeman or even a witness seldom it present 
when a orrme is committed, it becomes diffi 
cult, if not impossible, to produce indisputable 
proof wlten those suspected of complicity in 
the crim e carvnoi be questioned without ihpir 
consent, 


SOME OF THE JUSTICES in the minority 
think thai it is enough to require that a confes­ 
sion be voluntary and that if wasn’t necessary 
presence of counsel at all times or the fact that 
the suspect can remain .silent if he wishes Jus­ 
tice While, in his dissenting opinion, declares 
"The most basic function of any government 
is to provide for the security of the individual 
and of his property 
lite rule announced 
today will measurably weaken the ability of 
the criminal law to perform in these tasks " 
Justice Harlan 
rn his dissent, says thai the 
court now has extended the Fifth Amendment 
privilege to the police station, and he adds 
"Nothing in the letter or the spirit of the Con­ 
stitution or in the precedents squares with the 
heavy handed and one-sided action that is so 
precipitously taken by the court in the name 
of fulfilling its constitutional responsibilities." 
Many states and bar associations must have 
been struggling to find a system tlva-1 would im­ 
prove law enforcement, particularly with refer 
ence to the handling of suspects in

ANSWER: Study the tup picture to understand why wa 
have seasons. As the earth goes around the sun once every 
year, it spins on its axis once every 24 hours. It keeps the 
same tilt while all this is happening This means that rays 
straight from the sun shine down above the equator in our 
summer season, making it warmer (earth at left). In our 
winter, the sun's rays shine directly down south of the equa­ 
tor (earth at rightt. Twice every year, the sun s direct ray* 
must cross the equator as they move from north to south 
and back again. These crossing times are called equinoxes 
(because at those times day and night are equali and they 
mark the beginning of the spring and fall seasons. The next 
equinox, 
this \ear. 
will be the fall one, on September 23 
Then, on March 21. 1967 
the sun's direct rays will cross the 
equator again This will mean that spring has started The 
sun soon will pour down north of the equator and it will he 
the summer season of 1967. As the sun moves north or south 
during the equinoxes, its direct rays are traveling faster over 


the earth's surface than at other times This results in an 
uneven heating of the earth's surface and leads to storms 
at this season of the year, called equinoxial gales.
